Thirty sun spots were seen from St 


Luuls ,of which tho largest was esti- 
mated to l-o 150,000 miles across; two 
from San Jose, Cal,, with thirteen sur 
rounding pores of smaller snots; three 
"considerably accentuated" spots from 
Chicago, tnreo connected spots from 
Vallojo, Cal., and two from Portland, 
Ore. 


Tho whole performance took little 


moro than five hours. Observers dit 
fci cd as to tho exact time at u hlclt 
the earth began to pabs through t'.ic 
cornel's tall, but the general opinion 
a\ernges a moment between 10 and 11 
o'clock Inbt night. Tho combined speed 
of tho earth and the tall of the comet 
was estimated at slightly more than 
•16 miles .1 second and tho bteadth of 
the toll at <about 1.000,000 miles.
